A STRANGE STORY 


. .@f Clandestine Marriage, Arsou, At- 
_ tempted Murder aud Suicide. 


[S. F, Bulletin of Tuesday.] 

About 8 o’clock this morning officers 
Jones and Peckenvah went to the 
Brooklyn hotel to arrest a man named 
_A. H. Manson on a charge of arson 
and assault to murder, Officer Jones 
knocked at the door and calling him 
by name demanded admittance, Im- 
mediately a shot was heard in the room 
and officer Peckenpah forced the door 
open. Manson was found inside lying 
across a chair, bleeding from wounds 
‘in the head, and near him was an XL 
revolver, with four chambers empty. 
He was fully dressed, except his coat. 
He breathed about an hour and then 
his eyes closed in death. An exami- 
nation was made, when it was ascer- 
tained that the ball had entered the 
right temple, passing through the head 
and out the opposite side, thence 
through a window opening into the 


‘hall, struck the wall on the opposite 
side and fell to the floor. 

Sheriff Green, of San Mateo, throws 
the following light upon the tragedy: 
It seems that for eight years past Man- 
son had been living in San Mateo and 
was employed by Miss L. A. Buck- 
master, Principal of the Laurel Hall 
Seminary for young ladies, to do car- 
penter work at the establishment. 
In 1876 Miss Buckmaster visited the 
Exposition at Philadelphia. Manson 
also went East. They met in Phila- 
delphia, and on the 4*h of July they 
were married, but kept their union a 
secret from their friends.. The follow- 
ing winter Manson returned to San 
Mateo and went to work building a 
cottage on the Seminary grounds. 
Mrs. Mason, who was only known to 
her friends as Miss Buckmaster, re- 
turned in the spring. In thg mean- 
time Manson became addic to im- 
moderate use ef ardent spirits, and 
fearing the bad influence of his pres- 
ence upon ber pupils, Miss Buckmaster 
induced him to go away fromthe Sem- 
inary. Although she aided him pecu- 
aariiy, he was much dissatisfied with 
and disputes 
between them 


their relations in life 
and dificulties occurred 
from time to time. 

About 8 o'clock on Sunday evening 
last, Manson entered Walker’s hotel at 
San Matev, took a drink and then left. 
A little past 10 o’clock in the evening 
Mrs. Manson was awakened from sleep 
and was surprised to find her husband 
in the room. He called her attention 
to the fact that one of the outbuild- 
ings of the institution was on fire, and 
the light from the burning building 
streamed through her bed-room win- 
dow. Atthe same moment he said 
something to this effect: ‘“‘We will 
end the whole thing right here,” and 
drawing a revolver placed it in close 
proximity to her arm and fired. The 
ball only grazed the skin, but the 
powder buraed her night-dress. He 
then placed it against her breast 
and fired again. The ball did not 
touch her person, but hernight-clothes 
were scorched. At this point Mrs. 
Manson broke loose and ran out of 
doors and down to a creek, patie | 
the boundary of the property of Sheri 
Green. The effect of the shots was to 
create the greatest consternation 
_ameng the inmates of the building, 
~ likened to which Toby Rosensthal’s 

L Alarmed was not a circum- 
stance worth mentioning. The screams 
of Mrs. Manson soon brought her 
neighbors to the rescue, and they suc- 
ceeded in confining the flames to the 
outbuilding. During the excitement 
Mauson made his escape. He was 
traced to this city, a warrant was 
sued out for his arrest and placed in 
the hands of officers Jones and Peck- 
ehpah, with the result above stated. 
It is supposed that Mauson set fire to 
the outbuildings before he attempted 
to murder his wife. The deceased 
was about 40 years of age.

The Interview Grossly Exaggerated—

New Yors, August 26.—Relative

Bishop Purcell had retired for the night 
and his attendant would not permit 
him to be awakened, but Father Ed- 
ward Purcell, his brether, who is also 
an iumate of the Archepiscopal palace, 
after reading it, said it was grossly 
exaggerated. He admitted that Kerr- 
ney had called with his secretary yes- 
terday morning, and saw the Bishop 
alone, and had complained of an arti- 
cle charging him with Orangeism; but 
so far from the Bishop giving any 
countenance to his doctrine, that was 
all false. On the other hand, the 
Bishop had rebuked him severely for 
stirring up the — of people, and 
thus inciting them to mob violence 
and possibly bloodshed, and urged him 
to cease it. The interview, Father 
Edward Purcell says, was a short one, 
not lasting more than five minutes, 
and the Bishop would never have per 
mitted any one to address such lan- 
guage to him as it puts in Kearney’s 
mouth, without ordering him out of

FLOWERS, SHRUBBERY. 


The Arlington Nurseries Begin to 
Bloom. | 


The Arlington Avenue Nursery is 
destined to be an ornament to the 
county andState. Mr. R. P. Chapin, 
the manager and originator of the ea- 
terprise, hus spared nothing in his de- 
termined efforts to prove the capacity 
ot Nevada’s soil for the production of 
choice fruits and flowers. A large 
acreage has been cleared of rocks at 


} an expeuse which the farmer can alone 


appreciate. Seeds, grafts, and all 
manner of young stock has been im- 
ported from the East and West in 


large quantities. Special attention 
has been given to those varieties only 
which Nevada can perpetuate, and 
hence it is fair to say that Mr. Chapin 
has conferred a benefit upon the agri- 
cultural interests of Nevada. He has 

rformed experiments which might 
ce cost thousands of dollars to 
farmers, and offers the result to our 
people. Industry and perseverance 
will tell, and this has been very forci- 
bly illustrated in Mr. Chapin’s busi- 
ness. Where two years ago the rocks 
and sage-brush was the only crop, the 
visitor now seesred clover, growing 
treea, choice flowers of all descriptions, 
a green-house and a youny nursery 
which may be compared for thrift and 
value to any in the county. In the 
nursery are thousands of young fruit 
and shade trees ready for market, 
while other thousands are just out of 
the ground and gathering strength to 
be the trees of next year. In the green- 
house there are numberless thriving 
young plants, some of which have 
blossomed almost before they were 
strong enough to uphold the young 
buds. Outside of the green-house are 
plants of a larger growth, graduated 
from the hot-house and these are liter- 
ally loaded with flowers of every vari- 
ety. Inanother year the Arlington 
nursery will, when the flowers are in 
bloom, be the most beautiful place in 
Nevada. The agents of the nursery, 
Messrs. Scott and Hitchcock, are now 
in Eureka, having made an extensive 
tour through eastern Nevada and are 
meeting with their ususl success in 
taking orders.

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EPISCOPAL SEMINARY.

To-morrow morning the Advent 
term of Bishop Whitaker's School for 
Girls opens. We feel an interest in 
this seminary, an interest derived from 
the personal knowledge of the supe- 
rior advantages which it affords for 
the thorough instruction of misses and 
young ladies. We also believe that, 
as an educational institution, it has 
no superior in this State, and as such, 
its particular excellencies should be 
made known to the public. This 
morning your reporter visited the 
building and interviewed Bishop 
Whitaker with the following result: 
The building, inside and out, has been 
repainted, new curpets have been put 
down in the various rooms and halls, 
and other provisions tastefully made 
for the comfcrt and convenience of 
the scholars and teachers. By the 
kindness of one of the matrons we 
were shown through the various de- 
partments. 

THE DORMITORY. 

But we were most pleased with the 
admirable arrangement of the rooms, 
alcoves and other features of the dor- 


mitory. In the third story we tound 
provision made for the sleeping of 
furty-six pupils. The large rvom is 
partitioned into alcoves, where each 
girl has a bed, wash stand, murror, 
etc. The floor is neatly carpeted, and 
the walls, windows, in fact, everything 
in and about the room is as neat 
waxwork. These little rooms are real 
cozy, cheerful quarters. The alcove is 
open overhead, thus insuring the best 
possible ventilation. The large main 
room is well lighted, and is kept warm 
in winter by steam heaters, and also 
has. excellent ventilation. In this 
large room are alse bath rooms, addi 
tional bath rooms, etc. The teachers’ 
rooms are on tiie same floor. The 
lights are extinguished at a certain 
hour by the matron of the school. 
One light, however, remains burning 
during the night, near the stairway. 
On each floor are pipe and hose for 
putting out fire in cause of accident, 
but every precaution is strictly ob- 
served that, at no time, the building 
may catch on fire. We have hereto- 
fore spoken of the gymnasium and the 
class rooms, and shull now briefly

ROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE 

Constitution of the State of Nevada, 

seed at the Eighth Session of the Legis- 
ature: 

Resouivep, That there shal)! be added to the 
present Constituiion of this Stete an Article 
to be called and known as Article XVIII, and 
which shall be as follows: 

ARTICLE XV111.—The rights of suffrage and 
ofhce holding ehall not be withheld from any 
male citizen of the United States. by reason 
of his coler or previous condition of servitude.

RESOLVED, By the Assembly, the Senate 
concurring, That Article Eleven (11) of the 
Constitution of the State of Nevada be 
amended by adding to said Article Eleven (11) 
section ten (10) thereto, which shall read as 
follows: 

Section 10. No public funds, of any kind 
or character whatever. State. county or mun- 
iciplal, shall be nsed for sectarian purposes.
